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<_ Major Hare has arrived at this office 
with dispatches addressed to Earl Bathurst 
by Field-Marshat the Marquis of Wels 
fington, of which the following are coe 
pies ;— Í ì 
Liexacá, Sept. 2, 1815. 

My Lorp, —The fire against the fort of 
San Sebastian was opened on the. 26th 
of August, and directed against the towers 
which flanked the curtain on the eastern 
face, against the demyebastion on the 
Bouth-eastern angle, aud tke termination ef 
the curtain of the southern face. Lt. Gen, 
Sir T. Graham had directed that an es 
tablishment should be formed on tbe island 
of Santa Clare, which was effected on the 
night of thé 26th; and the encmy’s de» 
Lachment on that island were made prie 
Soners. Captain Camerom, of the Oth, 
had the comsnandvuf the detachment which 
effected this operation, and Sir Thomas 
Graham particulaely applauds his conduct, 
and that of Captain Henderson, of the 
royal engineers, : 
"_ Tkbe'couduct gf Lieut. the Han, James 
Arbuthnot, of tite royal navy, who come 
manded (he boats, was highly meritoriaus, 
as likewise that of Lieutenant Bell, of the 
royal marines. 
All thatit was deemed practicable to 
Carry into execution, in erder to facilitate 
the approach to the breaches before made 
in the wall of the town, having been effect. 
ed on the SOth of August, and another 
breach having been mnade at the terminae 


tion of the curtain, tbe place was stormed 


at Ml o'clock in the day on the 8lst and 


Carried, 'Pheloss on our side has been sc- 
vere. Lient. Gen, Sir James Leith, who 


had joined the army only two days before, 
and Major Generals Oswald and Robinson 
were unfottanately wounded inthe breach ; 
and Colonel Sir Richard Fletcher, of 
the Royal Engineers, was killed by a mus- 
ket-ball at the mouth of the trenches. In 
this officer, and in Lieutenant Colonel 
Crawford, of (he Qh regiment, his Ma- 
jesty’s service has sustained à serious loss. 
“1 have the honour to enclose Licutenant 
General Sir Thomas Graham’s report of 
this operation, in which your Lordship 
will observe, with pleasure, another dis- 
tinguished instance of the gallantry and 
perseverance of his Majesty's officers and 
troops, under the most trying difBculties. 
All reports concur tn praise of: thee con- 
duct of the detachinent from the 10th Por. 
tuguese brigade, under Major Snodgrass, 
which crossecl the river Urumea, and 
stormed the breach on tbe right, under all 
the fire wich. could be directed upon 
them from the Castleand Town. 
The garrison retired to the Castle, leav. 
ing about 270 priseners in out hands; and

The enemy crossed the Bidassca by the 
‘fords between Andara: and destroyed the 


bridge on the high-road, before clay lieht 


«on the morning of the Slst, with a very 
large.force, with which they made a most 
desperate attack along the whole front of 
the position of the Spanish troops on the 
heights of San Marcial, They were driven 
back „some.of them even across the river, 
in-the most gallant ‘style, by the Spanish 
troops, whose-condugt-was equal to that cf 
any troops that [ have ever-seen engaged; 
and the attack having been frequcntiy re- 
peated, was upon every oceasion defeated 
with the same gallantry and determinas 
tion. The course of the river being ime 
mediately under the heights on the French 
side, on which the enemy had placed a 
considerable:quantity of canron, they were 
enabled to throw a bridge across the river, 
avout (hree quarters of a mile above the 
high road, over which in the afternoon, 
they marched again a considerable body, 
which, with these who had crosserl the 
fords,-made another desperate attack up- 
on the Spanish positions. This was equal. 
ly beat back, and at length finding all tireir 
efforts on that side fruifless, the enemy 
took advantage of the darkness of a violent 
storn: to retire their troops froin this front 
entirely. 

Notwithstanding that,as I have above 
informed your Lordship, I had a British 
division on each flank of the- 4th Spanish 
Ârmy, L_ am happy tobe able to report, 
tbat the eonductot the latter was so con- 
spicuously good, and they were so capable 

t defending their post without assistance, 
notwithstanding the desperate efforts of the 
enemy to carry it, that finding the ground 
did not allow of my making use of the Ist 
or &th divisions on the flanks of- the 
enemy’s attacking corps, neither of them 
were in the least engaged during the 
action. 

Nearly at the same time that the enem 
erossed the Bidassoa tn front of the heights 
of San Marcial, they likewise crossed that 
river with about three divisions of Infantry 
in two columns, by the fords below Salim,-in 
front of the position occupied by the Mh 
Portuguese brigade. 1 ordered Major 
Genéral Inglis to support this brigade 
with that ot the Tth division under his 
Command; and as soon as k was informed 
of the course of the enemy's attack, I 
sent te Leut, Gen, the. Earl of Dal- 
housie to request that. he would like- 
wise move towards the Bidassea, with. tbe 
8th division, and to the light division, to 
support Major Gen. Inglis by every means.

Having arranged every thing with Sir J. 
Leith, L erossed the Uramia to the batteries 
of the right attack, wliere every thing could 
be most distinctly seen, and from whence the 
orders for the Ére of (he batteries, according 
to circumstances, could he immediately given, 
Phe coiumn, in üling out vf the right of the 
trencbes, was as before eaposed to a heavy 
fre of shelis and grape.shat, and a mine was 
explouied in the left angle af the counterscarp 
of tbe horn-work, which did great damugey 
but did not cheek the ardgar of the traops in 
adrancing to the attack. There was uever 
any thing so faljacious as the external appears 
ance of the breach ; without some description, 
the almost insuperable didicultics of the breach 
cannot be estimated. _Notwithstanding its 
great extent, there was but one point where 
it was possible to enter, and thereby single 
files. All thè inside of the wall to the right of 
the curtain formed a perpendicular scarp of 
at least 20 fèet lo the level of the streets: so 
that the nafrow ridge of the curtain itselfs, 
forined by tbe breaching of its end and frout, 
wasthe only accessible point During the 
Suspension Of the operations of the siege, from 
want of ammunition, the enemy had prepared 
every means of defence which art could de 
vise, so, fhat great numbers of men were 
covered by intrenchments and traverses, ia 
the hern. work, on the ramparts of the curtain, 
and inside of the town opposite to the breach, 
and ready to pour a most destructive fre of 
giusketry on both Banks of the approach to 
the top of the narrow ridge of the curtain. 
Krery thing that the most determined bras 
very could attempt was repeatedly trioà in 
vain by the troaps, who were brought fore 
ward frôm the trenches in succession. Na. 
man outlived the attempt to gain the ridge z 
and thougi the slope of the breacli afforded, 
shelter from’ the enemy’s musketry, yet stilk 
the naturé of the stone rubbjsh, prevented the, 
great &$Eftfogs of the engineers and. working, 
parties” fröm beiug äble, to form a lodgement, 
for the troops, &&posed to the shells.and grape 
Fol the bättericg of tip castle, as. was, partig 
cularly directed, in obediense“ toFour Lord.

In thísalmost desperate state ofthe attack, 
after. consulting with Colonal Diksyu, „potú- 
manding the Koyal artillery, Ávgatvred, to.

… Itfell to thelotof the 2d brigade of the 
-ffth division, under the command of Colonel 
the Honorable Charlee Greville, to move out 
of the trenches for this-purpose, and the 3d 
battalión of the Royal Scots, under Lieutenant 
‚ Colonel Barnes, supported by the 38th, un. 
der ‘Lieutewänt Col, Miles, fortunately ar- 
rived to asshuit the breach of the "curtain, 
about the time when an explosion’ on the 
tampart of the curtain (occasioued by the 
$re of the artillery) created some confusion 
‘aniong' the enemy.

"Though it must be evident to your Lord. 
ship that the troops were all animated with 
the most enthusiastic and devoted gatiantry, 
‘and that all are entitled to the highest com. 
mendation ; yet, fam sure, your Lordship 
‘svill wish to be wfermed more particularly 
concerning those, who, from their situations, 
had opportunities of gaining peculiar distince 
‘tion ; and as the distance Ll was at myself does 
Bot enable me to perform this act of justice 
from personal observation, F hive ‘taken e. 
very painsto collect information from the 
Superior officers. Lieutenant.Generat Sir 
James Leith justified, in the fullest manner, 
‘the confidence reposed in his tried judgement 
and distingusished gallantry, conducting and 
directing the attack till obliged to be reluc- 
tantly carried off, after recviving a most se. 
vere contuston on the breast, and.having his 
Aeft arm broken, 

Major General Hay succeeded to the com. 
fand, and ably conducted the attack to the 
last. Lieutenant General Sir J. Leith expres. 
ses his great obligations to Major Generals 
Hay and Robinson, (the latter was obliged to 
jeavethe field from asevere wound in theface) 
Rud to Lieutenant Colonels Berkeley and Ga. 
mun, Assistant Adjutant General and Assistant 
Qearter Master General of the 5th division, 
for their zealcus services, during this arduous 
contest. He warmly recommends to your 
Hordship’s notice, his Aide-de.Camp, Captain.

The King of Bavaria has united himself 
to the Sovercigns who fight for the de- 
liverance of Europe. 


A:complete victory was gained by the 
Allied Froops in the envirous of Leipsic 
over the Emperor Napoleon, commanding 
in person an Army of 150,090 men, whom 
he had collected at that place. 

The Enemy who was attucked on the 


16th, 18th and 19th of October, was beaten 
“at every point during these three days. 


The Otkcial Account forwarded on the 
Ih fram Rotha in Saxony, where the 
cad Quarters of the Ailies were, reckous 
the loss of the Enemy in killed and wound- 
ed at 40,000 meu, and makes the num- 
ber of prisoners 8,000, amongst whom 
were 30 generals including Count Lauris- 
ton, Regnier and Bertrand, who cach 
commauded a Corps of the French Army. 

During these three glorious days, the 
Allies teok from the Enemy 250 pieces 
of Cannon, and 900 Aminunition Wag- 
gons; the Town of Leipsie was taken by 
assault and all the hospitals with 15,000 
men sick and wounded were taken by the 
conquerors. 

The Emperor Napoleon, who endcave 
oured to save his Artillery and baggage, 
and to rally his troops, sent messengers 
on the 19th offering to allow the remainder 
of the Saxon troops to go over to the 
Allies, on condition that Leipsic should 
not be bombarded, and that they shouid 
allow a free retreat to the French gare 
rison and liberty to carry away all the 
wartike Stores remaining in the Towns 
this offer was rejected. 

At the moment that the Allied Troops 
had entered the Town on atl sides, the 
Saxon Froops, posted on the Parade turn- 
ed their Arms againstthe French, and a 
Regimcat of Infantry of Baden followed 
their cxainple. 6 

Ìbhis desertion had been preceded dur- 
ing the former two daysof fighting by a 
desertion of eight Regiments of Polish 
Infantry, twoof Wirtemburg Cavalry and 
seren Battalions of Saxon Infantry, under 
ike orders of Generals Norman and 
Russell, with four batteries containing 
each 2ö pieces of cannon. 

According to the accounts of the Aides- 
du-Camp of Prince Poniatowsky, who 
have been made prisoners, that General 
who had been createil a few days before a 
Marshall of the Empire by Napoleon, was 
drowned in the Elster in endeavouring to 
avoid being taken—he tried to swim 
across {ltis river and lost his life in the 
attempt. 

Lhe enemy retiredin the greatest dis- 
order hy Mersebourg and Wissentels ; the 
Allisd troops pursued him. 

“he Sovereigns of Russia, Austria and 
Prussia having united their forces on the 
Is:h on the heiehts between Wachaw 
and Probshayda were eye witnesses of the 
defvat of the enemy and of the heroism 
and triumph of their troops. 

Tuc loss of the Alies in killed and 
wounded may be estimated at 8 or 10,000 
men, One of the important advantages 
af this memorable victory is also the 
Junction of the Grand Allied army with 
Urat umder the orders of the Prince Royal 
of Sweden and General Blucher; these 
latter had it thus in their power to take 
post in the battle which have rendered 
these days so memorable. 


Advices received from Vienna the 24th 
of October. 

We were expecting the actual devclope- 
ment, but it was impossible tu foresee that 
it would operate with so great a rapidlity « 
The victory obtained by the Allies over 
the Emperor Napoleon in the environs of 
Leipsic on the Î6Gth, 18th and 19th of 
October bas completely disorganized the 
French army. 

‘Fhe enemy cut off from his cammunica- 
tions with Mayence is obliged to seek the 
line of the Weserat Minden. 

We maycousider the federative system 

of Napoleon as at an end, and the Conte- 
deration of the Rhine as dissolved. 
_ Fhe Allies fought agaiust the French in 
the streets of Leipsic; desertion extended 
even to the Poles, and indeed there never 
was so completea fall as that of the Cos 
lossus who weighed down Europe. 

W hen the cannon of Leipsic shall be 
heard at St. Sebastian, Lord Wellington 
will answer the appeal of the Allies by 
crossing the Adour. 5 

There are no results which we may not 
bope for, perhaps we may be able to say 
in a few months that at last the French 
Revolution of which Napoleon was the 
fortunate eontinuator, has had its termina= 
tion, and Europe will breathe again. 

‘The King of Saxony, the Queen and the 
Princess Augusta become the prisoners of 
tbe Allies Leipsic. 

The Sovereigns of Russia, Austria and 
Prussia proceed with perfect unanimity 
with the Prince Royal of Sweden towards

The great results of the battle of Leipsic’ 
are appearing every day, the kucmy was 
quickly pursued in his precipitate reireat. 

His Rear Guard, attacked at Wersserie 
fels and at Freybonrg by the Generals 
York and Wassiltchikoff, experienced a 
considerable loss; 4000 men were taken 
prisoners, and 40 pieces of Canaon ; many 
Wagons and much baggage were taken. 

At Buttlastedt 609 of the Imperial 
Guard feil into the hands of General Count 
Bubna. 

General Beningsen in hismarch on the 
rond from Bibra to Rastemberg picked up 
a great sumber of Stragglers and Waggons 
which kast been abandoned. 

Fhe Emperor Napoleon himself left on 
the road to Erfurt nrore than 600. 

General Sebastiani experienced consie 
derabte loss and left many Prisoners. 

The Conquerors thought at first, that 
the Emperor Napoleon would have ate 
tempted to maintain his position in the 
forest of Fhuringe bat as soon as (hey ap 
peared before Erfurt he hastened his re= 
treat. 5

On the 50th Napoleon himself arrived 
with tbe rest of his Troops and made, 
every effort but in vain, to pierce the cene 
tre of the Austro-Bavarian Army, and 
force the passage of the Kinziug; he ree 
peatel his attacks towards evening, and 
at night he bombarded Hannau.

Extract of a Letter from London, dated 
the 224 of Noverzber, 

& We have the pleasure to acquaint yon 
that on the advance ofthe Ailtes towards. 
Bolland, a complete Revolution took place 
in that Country, and that the French were 
expelled from the Provinces of Holland 
and Utrecht and the Prince of Orange 
reealled : this event was accomplished on 
the 16th Instant, and Deputies arrived 
yesterday to invite the Prince over who 
sets out this day, and will be followed by 
about 6000 Troops. Wehaveno doubt that 
the other Dutch Provinces will follow the 
example, and that the Scheldt Flect, if not - 
surrendered to us, will no longer be at the 
disposal of the French, who may be now ° 
considered as deprivedl of all their power 
and influence beyond the Rhine.” 
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
